Increased Activity Indicates That 
One is Imminent 



General Attack on Port Arthur Re- 
sumed — A Shell From a Japanese 
- Naval Gun Exploded a Maga- 
zine Near the Arsenal.

Washington, Nov. 18. — Consul Gen- 
eral Fowler Thursday cabled the state 
department from Chefoo that the sit- 
uation at Port Arthur is extremely 
critical, the outer forts having fallen 
into the possession of the Japanese. 
He also states that three Japanese tor- 
pedo boat destroyers are lying outside 
of Chefoo harbor and that the Rus- 
sian crew of the torpedo boat destroy- 
er are transferring their arms and sup- 
plies to a Chinese cruiser which is 
posted in front of the Russian con- 
sulate. 

Tokio, Nov. 21. — It is reported that 
the Japanese, after successfully min- 
ing, occupied a counter scarp on Sung 
Shu mountain last Friday. 

Increasing activity along the Shak- 
he river seems to indicate the immi* 
nence of another great battle. The 
Russian feints, evidently intended to 
draw a Japanese attack, are uniformly 
repulsed. 

Army headquarters Saturday receiv- 
ed the following report from Field 
Marshal Oyama’s report, dated Novem- 
ber 18: 

“At dawn to-day a detachment of 
the enemy made an attack near Hsin- 
gluntun. They were repulsed by us. 
fSince this morning the enemy in the 
vicinity of Shakhe village have indi- 
rectly bombarded our positions with 
mortars and field pieces. They have 
effected no damage. A body of the 
enemy’s infantry were discovered at 
Hsiamya and Hsiaoyantzu. We, shell- 
ed them and they fled in confusion to 
a neighboring village. The enemy 
have burnt Huanglashetzu and vil- 
lages to the southeast on the right 
bank of the River Hun.” 

A dispatch from the army besieging 
Port Arthur, dated November 19, says: 

“During the bombardment this aft- 
ernoon a shell from a Japanese naval 
gun exploded a Russian magazine near 
the arsenal. Our operations against 
all the forts are proceeding as prear- 
ranged* from Manchurian headquar- 
ters. At noon to-day we shelled the 
Huesian infantry engaged in entrench- 
ing east of Reiuchiangtun, and also 
infantry in the rear of the villages, 
causing them to flee in confusion. In 
other directions there is no change to 
note.” 

Chefoo, Nov. 21. — The general at- 
tack on Port Arthur was resumed No- 
vember 18 or 19, according to the re- 
port of persons arriving here Sunday 
from Dalny. They say that the Japan- 
ese are so secretive that it is difficult 
in Dalny to learn the true facts. Ev- 
en the officers detailed to work at the 
base do not know what their com- 
rades at the front are doing. Novem- 
ber 16 a peculiarly heavy explosion 
shook every ship lying at Dalny. The 
explosion was ascribed to the blowing 
up of land mines or a magazine.

The Noted Kentuckian Passes Away 
Owing to a Stroke of Paralysis. 



Lexington, Ky., Nov. 21. — Col. Wil- 
liam Campbell Preston Breckinridge 
died at 11:40 o’clock Saturday night 
from a stroke of paralysis sustained 
Wednesday. He had been gradually 
sinking for 24 hours, and for that 
length of time the case had been 
known to be hopeless. The funeral 
will take place at 2 o’clock Monday 
afternoon from the First Presbyterian 
church, with burial in the Lexington 
cemetery. 

W. C. P. Breckinridge was born in 
Baltimore August 28, 1837. He was 
>he son of Rev. Robert Jefferson 
Breckinridge. He was a graduate of 
Center college. University of Louis- 
ville. the Central University of Rich- 
mond, ami Cumberland university, of 
Tennessee. 

He entered the confederate service 
and became colonel of the Ninth Ken- 
tucky cavalry, and commanded a bri- 
gade when it surrendered. 

He served in congress from 1884 to 
1895 from the Seventh district of Ken- 
tucky, when he was defeated for the 
nomination. Since that time he had 
devoted his attention to editorial 
work.

Curious how many highly organized 
people fail to appreciate and heed the 
first little, gentle “whacks” of the 
igood old Dame, but go right along 
(with the habit, whatever it may be, 
(that causes her disapproval.

Frederick the Great Statue Un- 
veiled in Washington. 

The Ceremony Was Marked By Great 

Military and Official Display — The 
President Made the Principal 
Address of the Day. 

Washington, Nov. 19.— At the white 
house Friday night, President and 
Mrs. Roosevelt entertained at dinner 
; the special commissioners of Emperor 
W’llliam at the unveiling of the statue 
of Frederick the Great in this city Sat- 
urday, Lieut. Gen. Lowenfeld and Maj. 
Count Schmettow. The building was 
handsomely illuminated for the occa- 
sion The dinner was given in the 
state dining room, the decorations be- 
ing golden gate and Carnot roses and 
ferns. The United States marine 
band furnished the music. 

Washington. Nov. 21. — Hailed by a 
military blare of 20 trumpets the 
bronze statue of Frederick the Great, 
presented to the American people by 
Emperor William, was unveiled Satur- 
day afternoon by the Baroness Speck 
Von Sternburg, the wife of the Ger- 
man ambassador. 

The weather was ideal. The line of 
march weis crowded with spectators. 
Both the war and navy departments 
were closed at noon to permit the offi- 
cers to participate in the ceremony. 

The ceremony was marked by great 
military and official display. The 
statue was presented on behalf of the 



BIG FIRE IN CINCINNATI. 

j Property to the Amount of Half a Mil- 
lion Dollars Went Up in Smoke. 

Cincinnati, Nov. 21. — Fire caused a 
loss Sunday in the central part of the 
city, on the south side of Fourth, 
between Walnut and Main streets, and 
also on Main, near Fourth, approxi- 
mating $500,000. It started about 
noon in an abandoned building in the 
rear of the Pounsford Stationery Co. 
There was a strong breeze that caused 
the flames to spread rapidly so that 
with the whole fire department at 
work it required several hours to get 
the conflagration under control and 
early in the afternoon a general con- 
flagration was apprehended. The loss 
on the several five-story buildings was 
$140,000, distributed as follows: Mc- 

Micken estate, $75,000; Rudolph Wur- 
litzer, $40,000; Baker estate, $10,000; 
Sammet Bros., $10,000; J. Frank 
Jones, $3,000. The nine-story St. Paul 
building, owned by the Emerys, stop- 
ped the fire westward and was dam- 
aged about $500. 

Next west of the s£. Paul building 
is the 18-story new building of the 
First National bank, which suffered no 
damage. But little was saved east of 
the St. Paul building to Main street. 
As the McMicken estate all went to 
the University of Cincinnati, that in- 
stitution is a heavy loser. The heavi- 
est losses were on stocks of merchan- 
dise, as follows: The Rudolph Wur- 

litzer Co., pianos and musical instru- 
ments, $200,000; insurance, $220,000. 
The Pounsford Stationery Co.. $60,000; 
F. A. Schwill & Sons, .manufacturers 
of glassware and bottlers supplies, 
$55,000 ; ■ Queen City window glass

emperor by his personal envoy, the 
German ambassador, who made a brief 
address. 

The president made the chief ad- 
dress of the day and accepted the gift 
on behalf of the American people. Re- 
marks were made by Lieut. Gen. Chaf- 
fee, chief of staff; Maj. Gen. Gillespie, 
of the general staff, and master of cer- 
emonies; Lieut. Gen. Von Loewenfeld, 
one of the special commissioners sent 
to the unveiling by the emperor, and 
Charlemagne Tower, American ambas- 
sador to Germany. 

Seldom has the national capital wit- 
nessed a more brilliant and distin- 
guished assemblage than whs gather- 
ed on the grand esplanade of the army 
war college around the pedestal of 
the statue. 

Chicago, Nov. 19. — A memorial to 
the president of the United States and 
to the American people has been is- 
sued by the Polish Roman Catholic 
Federation of the United States of 
America, from the federation’s head- 
quarters in this city, protesting against 
the acceptance of the statue of Fred- 
erick the Great, given to the United 
States by Emperor William of Ger- 
many and to be unveiled in Washing- 
ton Saturday, -^he memorial charac- 
terizes Frederick II. as a despot and 
declares that the statue should find no 
place on “soil made sacred by the 
•blood of martyrs of liberty.” 

Missouri State Building Burned. 

St. Louis, Nov. 21. — The Missouri 
state building was destroyed by fire re- 
sulting from the explosion of a hot- 
water heater. The blaze shot up 
through the rotunda and the north 
wing and rotunda were a mass of 
flames within 10 minutes after the ex- 
plosion. Loss $20,000. 

Will Attend Rough Riders’ Reunion. 

Washington, Nov. 21. — President 
Roosevelt, according to his present in- 
tentions, will visit Fort Worth, Tex., 
in the spring on the occasion of the 
reunion of the First volunteer cavalry 
(Rough Riders).

Chattanooga, Tenn., Nov. 19. — Fri- 
day the first announcement was made 
of a formal movement to hold in this 
city in 1915 a world’s fair to be known 
as the semi-centennial peace jubilee 
exposition, commemorating the end of 
the war between the states. It is 
learned that assurances of aid from 
the government and various organiza- 
tions has been secured. The follow- 
ing address explaining the nature of 
the exposition lias been issued: 

"From 1861 to 1865 there was in 
these United States the greatest civil 
war the world has ever seen. Peace 
between the states was established on 
April 9, 1865. The year 1915 will be 
the semi-centeunial anniversary. 

“Chattanooga is the geographical 
center of the scenes of the civil war. 
With the great national interest that 
centers here the United States gov- 
ernment would no doubt, contribute 
generously to such an exposition. It 
has had for years in contemplation the 
erection of a peace memorial arch at 
Chattanooga which is fo surpass any- 
thing of the kind in the world. This 
could be finished and dedicated in 
1915.”

vol. W. C. P. Breckinridge, the 
lawyer, the orator, the statesman, 
the editor, the friend, died at his 
home in Lexington, Saturday night, 
of paralysis, in his 67th year. In his 
death passes away the most brilliant 
mind of the South, yes, of these 
United States. His memory will long 
live in the hearts of his many friends 
in this county. 

He was the son of the noted Pres- 
byterian preacher, Dr. Robert J. 
Breckinridge, and brother of Gen. 
Jos. C. Breckinridge, who was an 
officer in the Confederate Army, but 
more recently Major General of Vol- 
unteers in the war with Spain and 
Inspector General of the United 
States Army. He was also a cousin 
of General John C. Breckinridge, 
once Vice President of the United 
States. 

He was married three times. His 
first wife was Mrs. Lucretia H. Clay, 
a grand-daughter of Hemw Clay ; his 
second wife was Mrs. Irsa Desha, 
and the present Mrs. Breckinridge is 
his cousin, Mrs. Louise Scott Wing, 
the widow of Ramsay Wing, former- 
ly United States Minister to Ecuador. 

Col. Breckinridge’s only son, Desha 
Breckinridge, is 45 years of age and 
has been associated with his father in 
the practic of law. His daughter, 
Miss Sophonisby P. Breckinridge, 
who was the only woman ever 
admitted to the bar of Lexington, 
Ky., or to practice before the Court 
of Appeals of this state. His young- 
est daughter is Miss Curry Breckin- 
ridge, of Boston. 

Yesterday afternoon the remains of 
Col. Breckinridge were laid to rest in 
the Lexington Cemetery. The funer- 
al services were held at the first 
Presbyterian church at 2 o’clock. Dr. 
Muller, the pastor of that church; 
Dr. Rout, of Versailles, and Dr. 
Thompson, pastor of the Mt. Horeb 
church, of which he was a member, 
conducted the services. 

The pall-bearers were: John H. 
Bell, Samuel T. Leavy, Henry L. 
Martin, Elley Blackburn, John A. 
j Lewis, A. H. Sinclair, Edward Halley.

ARMORED CRUISER COLORADO 
SETS NEW SEA RECORD. 



Averages 22.26 Knots an Hour m 
Trial Run — Brooklyn and New 
York Put in Shade by the 
Performance.

The armored cruiser Colorado broke 
all speed records for her type of fight- 
ing vessel In the United States navy 
in her trial run the other day, by cov- 
ering a total course of 88 knots, or 
nautical miles, at an average speed of 
22.26 knots an hour. 

This was not the Colorado’s best 
performance, however. In a great 
burst, w'hen approaching the end of the 
course, the huge engines drove the im- 
mense hull through the water at a 
speed of 23.33 knots, and this jjeas 
maintained for a distance of 6.6 knots, 
showing what the Colorado would be 
capable of in an emergency. 

Only two of the large ships of the 
United States navy have exceeded this 
record of the Colorado,. the Minneapolis 
and the Columbia. They arq not of the 
same class, however, being desi f tned 
as commerce destroyers and carrying 
little armor and a much lighter equip- 
ment of guns. The Minneapolis has a 
record of 23.073 knots and the Colum- 
bia 22.8 knots. The New -York and 
Brooklyn, which formerly held the lead 
in the armored cruiser class, must take 
a back seat. The Brooklyn’s record 
was 22 knots an hour ajid the New 
York’s 21 knots. 

The Colorado* was designed for a 
speed of 22 knots, which is exceeded 
by more than a quarter of a knot. 

The total time for the course was 
57 minutes 7 seconds. The engines 
worked smoothly and developed an 
average horse power of 28,000, and the 
ponderous twin ccrews whirled at an 
average of 128 revolutions a minute, 
and at times made 130 revolutions. 

The trial was held over the usual 
New England course. Starting off Cape 
Ann, the vessel steamed 44 knots up 
the coast to Cape Porpoise. Me., made 
a brilliant turn and then started on 
the run back to Cape Ann. 

" In the turning, “figure eight” and 
other maneuvering tests the ship gave 
splendid satisfaction, particularly in 
her complete turn in a circle the diam- 
eter of which was a litt>* less than 
twice her length.

Kansas Farmer Saves Wheat by At- 
taching Gasoline Engines to 
Ordinary Machine.

Clay county (Kan.) farmers, especially 
those who live on low ground where 
standing water has made the ground 
soft, have used a new contrivance this 
year to get their wheat harvested. Mr. 
Watts, a machinist, is the originator. 

It was impossible to get into his field 
with an ordinary harvester, and early in 
the season he saw that strenuous meas- 
ures would be necessary to save his crop. 
He hit upon the plan of detaching the 
running gear of the ordinary harvester 
from the wheels and attaching a gaso- 
line engine jn such a way that it would 
do the work of running the mower and 
binding the wheat. The only thing 
necessary for the horses to do was to 
pull the binder through the fields. 

The binder was taken into the field 
and worked perfectly. Wheat was ob- 
tained. that had been given up as lost 
Whenever a muddy place was reached 
and the wheels slipped, the gasoline en- 
gine continued to run the binder, and 
the horses could drag the whole machine 
through the mud, thus harvesting the 
wheat. It made no difference whether 
the wheels of the machine turned.
